BUCHAREST, Sept. 21 (6 P. 
M. 10 A. M. St. Louis Time, 
Via Copenhagen), (AP).—Pre- 
mier Armand Calinescu was 
shot and killed teday- by men 
officially identified as 
Guardists, and troops were 
called up at once to prevent a 
coup. Calinescu was shot with 
submachine guns by masked 
men who blocked: off his auto- 
mobile in which he was driving 
on the capital’s main street. 

The assassination of Calines- 
e—known as. Rumania’s 
“strong man’’ for his suppres- 
sion of the outlawed, pro-Nazi 
Iron Guard organization—was 
attributed to eonflicting na- 
tional interests arising from 


the European war, 

It came as German and Russian 
troops approached the Rumanian 
frontier in their occupation of Po- 
land, Rumania got one-seventh of 
her territory from Russia in the 
World War settlement. 


Killers Seized Radio Station. 


The Premier was driving in his 
tar on Bucharest’s main street. on 
his way to the royal palace, when 
he was shot. 

His car was suddenly blocked, 
reportedly by three other machines. 
The.three cars converged on that 
of the Premier while a peasant cart 
blocked the road ahead. 

One car drew alongside. .Masked 
men jumped out and. opened fire 
with sub-machineguns. Calinescu 
slumped in his seat. Bullets had 
riddled his chest and abdomen from 
side to side. The shots were fired 
at 2:16 p. m., Bucharest time (6:16 
& m., St. Louis time). The Pre- 
Miers chauffeur was killed in- 
slantly. Calinescu died in an auto- 
mobile en route to the University 
hospital. 

Thirty cartridge shells were 
found around Calinescu’s car, in- 
dicating that the killers had fired 
Wildly before hitting the Premier. 

Police said six shots were found 
In his body. After the killing, the 
€sSassins got into two waiting au- 
tomobiles and sped to the radio 
Sation. There they shot the door- 
Man in the leg and rushed past 
him into the building, tossing ex- 
blosiye rockets.

LONDON, Sept. 21 (AP). — The 
British Government tonight issued 
a 195-page “Blue Book” of docu- 
ments on the pre-war crisis of 1939 
in which Reichsfuehrer Hitler was 
quoted as pledging he would “settle 
down” once the Polish question 
was settled and as warning that 
Japan would be “the only winner 
in another European war.” 

Documents in the book ranged 
all the way from a first-hand ac- 
count of Hitler’s August bid for 
an alliance with Great Britain .at 
\the expense of Poland to a descrip- 
tion by Sir Nevile Henderson, then 
British Ambassador to Berlin, of 
Field Marshal Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering’s collection of nude draw- 
ings. 

It also contained Henderson’s re- 
ports that Hitler repeatedly refused 
to guarantee that he would nego- 
tiate a settlement of the Polish 
question. 

The Ambassador quoted Hitler 
as declaring Britain forced him 
into his pact with. Soviet Russia, 
but “he did not seem enthusiastic 
over it.” 

Hitler Spoke of Retiring. 

In warning that Japan would be

ropean war,” Henderson said Hit- 
ler told him that after he settled

SIXTH DAY OF CALIFORNIA 
HEAT WAVE, WITH 31 DEAD 


Temperatures in Southern Part of 
State Remain Above 100; 
Many Overcome. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
California today is in the sixth day 
of what weather experts are begin- 
ning to call the Pacific coast’s most 
oppressive and extensive heat wave. 
Throughout Southern California 


temperatures remained generally 
above 100. 

Los Angeles has reported 28 
deaths induced by the weather, and 
the San Francisco Bay region three. 
More than 100 Los Angeles resi- 
dents have been prostrated by the 
heat. 

The hot air was stirred at many 
points by thundershowers and 
freakish, violent windstorms. Heavy 
rainfall brought temporary relief 
at Bakersfield. Lightning caused 
56 brush fires in Southern Cali- 
fornia. .A windstorm lasting only 
two minutes whipped through On- 
tario, near Los Angeles, overturn- 
ing sheds, tearing limbs from trees 
and shattering windows. Rain, hail 
and lightning accompanied the gust, 
North of El Segundo, near Los 
Angeles, the wind raised huge sand 
clouds over several miles of dunes.

discretion. 
Recommendations Summarized. 


In summary, the President's rec- 
ommendations were as follows: 

1. American merchant ships, so 
far as possible, should be restrict- 
ed from entering danger zones. 
Rigid statutory bars could be 
erected, but it would be “more 
practical” to delimit them through 
the State Department and admin- 
istrative agencies. There is no 
present law on this subject. 

2. American citizens should be 
prevented from traveling on bel- 
ligerent ships or in danger zones. 
The present law covers this point, 
but the President believes a more 
flexible method would be to pro- 
claim that all such travel is at 
the individual’s sole risk. 

3. Foreign buyers should be 
forced to take title to all goods 
to be shipped to belligerents. This 
was part of the old legislative 
cash-and-carry provision but the 
President said the same end could 
be substantially achieved through 
due notice by proclamation. 


Credits and Gifts of Funds. 


4. Prevention of war credits to 
belligerents. This is already cov- 
ered by the Johnson and other 
acts, but the President preferred 
to let Americans make individual 
credits with the understanding 
that this Governinent will take 
no steps in the future to relieve 
them of risk or loss. 

Points 3 and 4 were interpreted 
by the President as giving the 
equivalent of casha-nd-carry leg- 
islation. 

5. Bar the collection of funds 
in this country for belligerents. 
This is in the present law. 

6. Maintenance of a licensing 
system covering import and ex- 
ort of arms, ammunitions and 
mplements of war. The present 
law provides that such arms can- 
not be carried to belligerent coun- 
tries on American ships. The 
President would not disturb this 
ee ‘ 

Materialistic Consideration. 
Asserting that the arms embargo 

is “wholly inconsistent with an- 
cient precepts of the law of na- 
tions,” the President, “from a 
purely materialistic point of view,” 
outlined the advantages of its re- 
peal. 

“These embargo provisions, as 
they exist today,” he said, “prevent 
the sale to a belligerent by an 
American factory of any completed 
implements of war but they allow 
the sale of many types of uncom- 
pleted implements of war, as well 
es all kinds of general material 
and supplies. They, furthermore, 
allow such products of industry 
and agriculture to be taken in 
American flagships to belligerent 
nations. There in itself—under the 
present law—lies definite danger to 
our neutrality and our peace, 

“From a purely material point of 
view, what is the advantage to us 
in sending all manner of articles 
across the ocean for final proc- 
essing there when we could give 
employment to thousands by doing 
it here? Incidentally, and again 
from the material point of view, by 
such employment we automatically 
aid our own national defense. And, 
if abnormal profits appear in our 
midst even in time of peace, as a 
result of this increase of industry, 
I feel certain that the subject will 
be adequately dealt with at 
coming regular session of the Con- 
gress.” 

At only one point in his speech 
did the President seem to show re- 
eentment.

important fact that any war any 
where retards the progress of 
morality and religion and impairs 
the security of civilization itself. 
Must Strive to Avoid War. 
For many years the primary pur- 
pose of our foreign policy has been 
that this nation and this Govern- 
ment should strive to the utmost 
to aid in avoiding war among 
other nations, But if and when 
war unhappily comes, the Govern- 
ment and the nation must exert 
every possible effort to avoid be- 
ing drawn into the war. 
The executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment did its utmost, within our 
traditional policy of non-involve- 
ment, to aid in averting the pres- 
ent appalling war. Having thus 
striven and failed, this Govern- 
ment must lose no time or effort 
to keep the ‘nation from being 
drawn into the war. 
In my candid judgment we shall 
succeed in these efforts. 
We are proud of the historical 
record of the United States and 
of all the Americas during all 
these years because we have thrown 
every ounce of our influence for 
peace into the scale of peace. 7 
I note in passing what you will 
all remember—the long debates on 
the subject of what constitutes ag- 
gression, on the methods of de- 
termining who the aggressor might 
be, and on who the aggressor in 
past wars had been. Academical- 
ly this may have been instructive, 
as it may have been of interest to 
historians to discuss the pros and 
cons and the rights and wrongs of 
the World war during the decade 
that followed it. 
But in the light of problems of 
today and tomorrow -responsibility 
for acts of aggression is not con- 
cealed, and the writing of the rec- 
ord can safely be left to future 
historians, 
How War Developed. 

There has been sufficient realism 
in the United States to see how 
close to our own shores came dan- 
gerous paths which were being fol- 
lowed on other continents. 
Last January I told the Congress 
that “a war which threatened to 
envelop the world in flames has 
been averted, but it has become in- 
creasingly clear that peace is not 
assured.” By April new tensions 
had developed; a new crisis was in 
the making. Several nations with 
whom we had friendly, diplomatic 
and commercial relations had lost, 
or were in the process of losing, 
their independent identity and sov- 
ereignty. 
During the spring and summer 
the trend was definitely toward 
further acts of military conquest 
and away from peace. As late as 
the end of July I spoke to mem- 
bers of the Congress about the defi- 
nite possibility of war. I should 
have called it the probability of 
war. 
Last January, also, I spoke to this 
Congress of the need for further 
warning of new threats of con- 
quest, military and economic; of 
challenge to religion, to democracy 
and to international good faith. I 
said: 
“An ordering of society which 
relegates religion, democracy and 
good faith among nations to the 
background can find no place with- 
in it for the ideals of the Prince 
of Peace. The United States re- 
jects such an ordering and retains 
its ancient faith. 
“We know what might happen 
to us of the United States if the 
new philosophies of force .were to 
encompass the other continents and 
invade our own. We, no more than 
other nations, can afford to be sur- 
rounded by the enemies of our 
faith and our humanity. Fortunate 
it is, therefore, that in this West- 
ern Hemisphere we have, under a 
common ideal of democratic gov- 
ernment, a rich diversity of re- 
sources and of.peoples functioning 
together in mutual respect and 
peace.” : 

Effect of Legislating Neutrality. 
Last January, in the same mes- 
sage, I also said: “We have learned 
that when we deliberately try to 
legislate neutrality, our neutrality 
laws may operate unevenly and un- 
fairly—may actually give aid to an 
aggressor and deny it to the vic- 
tim. The instinct of self-preserva- 
tion should warn us that we ought 
not to let that happen any more.” 
It was because of what I foresaw 
last January from watching the 
trend of foreign affairs and their 
probable effect upon us that I 
recommended to the Congress in 
July of this year that changes be 
enacted in our neutrality law. 

The essentials for American 
peace in the world have not 
changed since January. That is 
why I ask you again to re-examine 
our own legislation. 

Beginning with the foundation of 


been based on international law. Be 
it remembered that what we call in- 
ternational law has had as its 
primary objectives the avoidance 
of causes of war and the prevention 
of the extension of war. 

The single exception was the pol- 
icy adopted by this nation during 
the Napoleonic wars, when, seek- 
ing to avoid involvement, we acted. 
for some years under the so-called 
embargo and non-intercourse acts. 
That policy turned out to be a 
disastrous failure—first, because it 
brought our own. nation close to 
ruin, and, second, because it was 
the major cause of bringing us into 
active participation in European 
wars in our own war of 1812, It is 
merely reciting history to recall 
to you that one of the results of the 
policy of embargo and non-inter- 
course was the burning in 1814 of 
part of this Capitol in which‘ we 
are assembled. 

Second Lapse in 1935. 

Our next deviation by statute 
from the sound principles of neu- 
trality and peace through interna- 
tional law did not come for 130 
years. It was the so-called Neu- 
trality Act of 1935—only four years 
ago—an act continued in force by 
the joint resolution of May 1, 
1937, despite grave doubts ex- 
pressed as to its wisdom by many 
Senators and Representatives and 


by officials charged with the con-: 


duct of our foreign relations, in- 
cluding myself. I regret that the 
Congress passed that act. I regret 
equally that I signed that act. 

On July 14 of this year, I asked 
the Congress in the cause of peace 
and in the interest of real Amer- 
ican neutrality and security to take 
action to change that act. 

I now ask again that such action 
be taken in respect to that part 
of the act which is wholly incon- 
sistent with ancient precepts of the 
law. of nations—the embargo pro- 
visions, I ask it because they are, 
in my opinion, most vitally danger- 
ous to American neutrality, Amer- 
ican security and American peace. 
These embargo provisions, as 
they exist today, prevent the sale 
to a belligerent by an American 
factory, of any completed imple- 
ments of war, but they allow the 
sale of many types of uncompleted 
implements of war, as well as all 
kinds of general materia] and sup- 
plies. They, furthermore, allow 
such proéucts of industry and agri- 
culture to be taken in American 
flag ships to belligerent nations. 
There in itself—under the present 
law—lies definite danger to our 
neutrality and our peace, 

From a purely material point of 
view, what is the advantage to us 
in sending all manner of articles 
across the ocean for final process- 
ing there when we could give em- 
ployment to thousands by doing it 
here? Incidentally, and again from 
the material point of view, by such 
employment we automatically aid 
our own national defense. And if 
abnormal profits appear in our 
midst even in time of peace, as a 
result of this increase of industry, 
I feel certain taht the subject will 
be adequately dealt with at the 
coming regular session of the Con- 
gress.

Cancels Naval Supremacy.

It 
had the effect of putting land pow- 
ers on the same footing as naval 
powers, so far as sea-borne com- 
merce was concerned, A land pow- 
er which threatened war could 
thus feel assured in advance that 
any prospective seapower antagon- 
ist would be weakened through de- 
nial of its ancient right to buy any- 
thing anywhere. This, four years 
ago, gave a definite advantage to 
one belligerent as against another, 
not through his own strength or 
geographic position, but through an 
affirmative act of ours. 

Removal of the embargo is mere- 
ly reverting to the sounder inter- 
national practice, and pursuing in 
time of war as in time of peace our 
ordinary trade policies. This will 
be liked by some and disliked by 
others, depending on the view they 
take of the present war, but that 
is not the issue. The step I recom- 
mend is to put this country back 
on the solid footing of real and 
traditional neutrality. 

When and if repeal of the em- 
bargo is accomplished, certain oth- 
er phases of policy reinforcing 
American safety should be consid- 
ered. While nearly all of us are 
in agreement on their objectives, 
the only question relates to method. 

I. believe that American merchant 
vessels should, so far as possible, 
be restricted from entering dan- 
ger zones. War zones may change 
so swiftly and so frequently in the 
days to come that it is impossible 
to fix them permanently by act of 
Congress; specific legislation may 
prevent adjustment to constant and 
quick change. It seems, therefore, 
more practical to delimit them 
through action of the State Depart- 
ment and administrative agencies.

The fourth objective is the pre- 
venting of war credits to belliger- 
ents. This can be accomplished by 
maintaining in force existing pro- 
visions of law, or by proclamation 
making it clear taht if credits are 
granted by American citizens to 
belligerents our Government will 
take no steps in the future to re- 
lieve them of risk or loss. The re- 
sult of these last'two will be to 
require all purchases to be made 
in cash and cargoes to be carried in 
the purchasers’ own ships, at the 
purchasers’ own risk. 

Two other objectives have been 
amply attained by existing law, 
namely, regulating collection of 
funds in this country for belliger- 
ents and the maintenance of a 
license system covering import and 
export of arms, ammunition and 
implements of war. Under present 
enactments, such arms can not be 
carried to belligerent countries on 
American vessels, and this provi- 
sion should not be disturbed. 

The Congress, of course, should 
make its own choice of the method 
by which these safeguards are to 
be attained, so long as the method 
chosen will meet the needs of new 
and changing day to day situations 
and dangers. 


Pian Increases Safeguards. 


To those who say that this pro- 
gram would involve a step toward 
war on our part, I reply that it 
offers far greater safeguards than 
we now possess or have ever pos- 
essed to protect American lives and 
property from danger. It is a posi- 
tive program for giving safety. 
This means less likelihood of inci- 
dents and controversies which tend 
to draw us into conflict, as they 
did in the last world war. There 
lies the road to peace!

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HAS 16 TORPEDOES 


Two Estonian Guards Who 
Were Carried Away in 
Escape Are Rescued. 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
The Polish submarine Orzel which 
escaped from internment at Tal- 
linn, Estonia, is roaming the Baltic 
with 16 torpedoes, it was reported 
today by two Estonian seamen 
carried off by the submersible and 
set adrift in the open sea. 

The Estonians, on board the Or- 
zel as guards when it cut loose 
from its moorings and dashed out 
of Tallinn harbor Monday, were 
rescued today by the keeper of a 
lighthouse on a small island off 
the east coast of Gotland, Swedish 
island in the Baltic. 

For three days the sailors, a sea- 
mna and a petty officer of the 
Estonian navy, reported they were 
kept prisoner aboard the subma- 
rine before they were set adrift. in 
a small dinghy in sight of land.

State Supreme Court by In- 
ference -Also Sustains 
Constitutionality of Kan- 


sas City Measure.

~JEFFERSON CITY, ‘Sept. 21.— 
The Supreme Court, Division 2, to- 
day sustained the constitutionality 
of the St. Louis and St. Louis 
County delinquent tax suit law, 
passed by the recent Legislature 
and applying only to the city and 
county. 

Judge Ernest M. Tipton wrote the 
decision, the other Judges of Divi- 
sion 2 concurring. The decision, 


by inference, upholds a similar law 
enacted for Jackson County (Kan- 
sas City), but the Jackson County 
statute was not before the court. 

In the case before the court, 
Laura C. Hull sought to enjoin Col- 
lector William F. Baumann of St. 
Louis from proceeding to collect 
taxes on her property, delinquent 
for five years. 


The St. Louis tax suit law re- 
places, for the city and county, 
the Jones-Munger law, which made 
it the duty of the Collector to place 
real estate on sale at a certain 
stage of tax delinquency. It re- 
stores the old method of suit by 
the Collector to collect the delin- 
quent amounts, and give a two- 
year period for redemption of prop- 
erty before execution of. a confisca- 
tory tax judgment. When property 
is taken for taxes, the law pro- 
vides that it shall be sold for not 
less than 50 per cent of its ap- 
praised market value, to be fixed 
by appraisers appointed by a court. 

The Jones-Munger Act remains in 
force, outside the City of St. Louis, 
and St. Louis and Jackson Coun- 
ties. 


In its opinion, the court held 
that the new act was a general 
law, not a special statute as 
charged in the Hull suit; that it 
did not violate the “due process” 
clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution; 
and that its title was not defective, 
as charged. 


Collector Baumann’s office was 
awaiting the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision on the delinquent tax law 
before taking action to collect $2,- 
600,000 taxes and penalties on about 
3400 parcels of real estate, with an 
assessed value of $10,800,000. He 
will now file suits against the own- 
ners. If the court had decided 
against the law, he would have 
had to advertise the properties for 
sale, under the Jones-Munger Act.

Modern Armageddon. 

Here is Armageddon in its most 
modern terms. To date the fighting | 
has hardly gone beyond skirmishes. 
The Germans, whose leaders let 
them ignore the fact that they 
had provoked war with France and 
Britain, have been systematically 
pushed back from the outworks, 
machine-gun nests and tank traps 
toward what might be called the 
spinal column of the Siegfried line. 


This has caused some casualties 


on both sides. But the fighting to 
date gives no real identification or 
measure of that clash that must 
soon occur unless Adolf Hitler re- 
coils and asks for peace—something 
few in Paris and none along the 
lines expect. 

Here for the first time the Nazi 
Germans are meeting an opponent 
of their own quality—something 
their leaders wished to avoid. When 
the Nazis threatened the Czechs 
and crushed the Spanish Repub- 
licans, they counted on the cer- 
tainty of superior resources, equip- 
ment, tradition and staff work. In 
this war they are utterly inferior 
on sea and what superiority they 
possess ir. the air is likely to be 
only temporary. 

French Army Superior. 

As for any claim to superiority 
on land, none who has had the 
opportunity of witnessing the 
French military machine—already 
reinforced by the British, will con- 
cede it without a demonstration. 
The French military machine as it 
unrols to anyone traveling from 
Paris to the German frontier seems 
invincible. 

Men are everywhere and their 
number is legion. Here is the 
manhood of France. From 20 to 50 
years of age, young and old seem- 
ingly are more mingled than in 
the first world war. In advanced 
positions one meets veterans from 
Verdun alongside boys, their whis- 
kers still not fully grown. 

Modern armies no longer concen- 
trate troops in vast masses or 
bursting depots. The development 
of aviation has ended that. Mod- 
ern concentration in depth is more 
im pressive. 

But only actual seeing brings the 
conviction to what extent this war 
is going to be a matter of machines. 
Quantities of everything which 
bulked so monstrously inhuman in 
1915 already have been far sur- 
passed. Here in France one sees 
every sort of weapon or contrivance 
that military writers described in 
advance and one or two things this

But instead a deep, grim feel- 
ing that this, more than 1914, is 
France's rea] trial. Then, Germany 
was naturally the enemy; its sol- 
diers invaded France. France 
fought then to defend French farms 
and forests, French towns and 
cities. Today, soldiers and officers 
seem convinced they are fighting 
for something more. Hitler and 
Hitlerism far more than Germany 
are the enemies. France has mis- 
ttakenly put up with Hitler and Hit- 
lerism far too long. Now the mo- 
ment has come to destroy them. 

From the motorcyclists to the 
Colonel.of the French GHQ; the 
first French ‘war aim is ridding the 
earth of a man and a philosophy 
which seems to the French—and not 
to them alone—ruthless, aggressive 
barbarism of a sort incompatible 
with the life of free men. 

Men Against Compromise. 

Hitler may make such peace 
offer as he likes. But unless he 
restores all he has taken outside 
Germany in the last few years, 
here at the front the men would 


The French army has a job to do. 
The French army is quietly, sys- 
tematically, and soberly setting 
about doing it. 

Four American correspondents 
left Paris early today and reached 
Germany at Saareguemines in time 
for lunch at the officers’ mess. It 
is neither useful nor necessary to 
trace their itinerary lest what they 
saw be found or identfied. 

Certain sections of France are 
not open for inspection even by 
the well-disposed. Near Paris the 
roads are rather heavily blocked 
with vast trains and motor trans- 
port, some still not camouflaged. 
Near the front everything that 
moves or belongs to the army is 
camouflaged, mostly in autumn 
shades that melt into the land- 
scape. 

At one point the correspondents 
were almost looking into the bar- 
rel of a gun that seemed a mile 
long, before they noticed it, so im- 
perceptibly did its colors blend 
with those of the hillside. They 
met old friends in the person of 
Paris busses and recognized them 
under their Indian war paint and 
blued windows. 

We started out before dawn. In 
this area and generally through- 
out France one may drive with city 
headlights dimmed blue. But at 
the front itself not a light appears 
after dark save the  oceasional 
flicker of an officer’s flashlight. 

Two nights ago a motorcyclist 
hit a horse and wagon in the deep- 
est of the night and found himself 
on the horse’s back before he real- 
ized what had happened. If Paris 
seems dark, towns like Nancy are 
Stygian. It must be repeated that 
nothing in this war is concentrated 
except the front. Airplanes, skill- 
fully camouflaged, lie on their bel- 
lies in numerous places, like minia- 
ture flying dragons. There are hid- 
den searchlights and airplane de- 
tcetors. But not too many of 
them, and the planes are here to- 
day and gone tomorrow. 

The French are taking no 
chances of having them bombed 
on the ground. Near the air 
fields one sees French aviators 
mingling with British air force of- 
ficers in gray-blue. Incidentally, 
both speak extremely well of the 
war planes purchased in the 
United States, notably of two 
types. 

Near the fighting line, the 
French army has gone into khaki 
distinguishable only by their cut 
from the British. But behind the 
lines, driving trucks or comman- 


part voluntarily but here, as in 
Paris, are meeting the almost in- 
vincible reluctance of the French 


to leave their homes and prop- 


erty. 

Local newspapers publish appeal 
after appeal. In the zone behind 
the front few shops are still open. 
There are generally one or two 
restaurants and hotels and a few 
cafes and news dealers.- But find- 
ing them after dark needs a skilled 
pilot. 

We reached Saareguemines with- 
out hearing a single gun fire. The 
town itself, a well-built industrial 
place, was like a gloomy Sunday. 
There was not an inhabitant. To 
find soldiers one had to look 
sharply and officers can only be 
found through soldiers. While we 
stood talking with a couple of 
friendly officers, suddenly anti-air- 
craft guns started firing sharply, 
spotting the sky with little puffs 
of black and white. A German 
scout plane flew very high. 

“They always do, except at 
night,” an officer explained.

Moreover, in the 
War zone gasoline is scarce 
we, as yet, are not entitled to draw 
upon military stores. So we shook 
the hands of friendly Colonels who 
expressed the hope that we would 
return again under more orthodox 
circumstances. 

From far away come the faint 
deep baying of distant guns. The 
evening’s entertainment has begun. 
Unless everything is midlonding ¥ it 
will not be long now before the 
war on the Franco-German front 
ceases to be a chain of skirmishes 
and settles down into a single death 
struggle.

Germans Shoot Down Balloon. 

Early this morning, three Ger- 
man planes shot down a French 
observation balloon. It must be 
said that the Germans, so far, are 
extremely reluctant to start a real 
war against the French. At first 
they frankly did not believe that 
war existed. The French almost 
immediately crossed the Saaregue- 
mines bridge over the Saar and 
occupied the suburb of Neukirch. 
Next day a squad of German cav- 
alry galloped in. The French sur- 
rounded, disarmed, and took the 
squad to Saareguemines. 

“This is a damned outrage,” 
said a German officer. “Send us 
back to Germany immediately.” He 
did not know that war existed. 
Now the Germans know, but they 
restrict their bombardments to the 
front lines and hardly have touched 
the roads. We saw a factory chim- 
ney smoking within range-of Ger- 
man guns. 

I was amazed to find towns still 
intact. The Germans are active 
in the air here and are not show- 
ing the same generosity. Only a 
short time ago a German machine 
gunned a French aviator who was 
dangling from his parachute. “If 
this thing continues, we may have 
to do the same,” the French say. 

Hitlerdorf Captured. 

Within a few hours after decla- 
ration of war, French from Saare- 
guemines crossed the Saar and 
took Hitlerdorf, a new village a 
little to the west. Now the French 
line has gone further north beyond 
the small Blies River, three miles 
away. Soldiers in the French front 
lines were delighted with the visit 
of Premier Edouard Daladier, who 
inspected this same section a few 
days ago. But they complained 
bitterly of the lack of real news 
and had not seen a newspaper for 
10 days.

Been Due to Nazi Pressure. 
The following dispatch was filed 

from Bucharest before the assas- 

sination of Premier Calinescu was 
announced and was ‘delayed in 
transmission : 

Polish civilian refugees who 
surged into Rumania by the thou- 
sands were “requested” to migrate 
elsewhere as soon as possible so 
as not to become a problem of 
maintenance to the Rumanian Gov- 
ernment or a disturbing influence 
in the present delicate interna- 
tional situation. 

Of the leading Poles who were 
interned, President Moscicki was in 
Bicaz, where he was living in King 
Carol’s hunting lodge; Marshal 
Smigly Rydz was in Craiova, in 
Southwestern Rumania, and For- 
eign Minister Beck was in Slanic, 
resort north of Bucharest. 

The lodge where Moscicki was 
living was occupied by the late 
King Ferdinand and Queen Marie 
during the German occupation of 
Rumania during the World War.

LONDON, Sept. 21 (AP). — For- 
eign Secretary Lord Halifax de- 
clared today “we must not under- 
take anything that does not direct- 
ly contribute” to victory in the 
European war, in commenting on 
the failure of Poland to get help. 

Speaking in the House of Lords, 
Lord Halifax said: 

“One of the major tragedies of 
the last few weeks was that we 
should have had to watch the re- 
sistance of a gallant nation over- 
borne without ourselves being able 
to render such direct assistance as 
might have produced different re- 
sults. I have felt it every hour 
and every moment, 

“But we must not lose sight of 
our main objective in this war— 
victory—and we must not under- 
take anything that does not direct- 
lv contribute to that. victory or 
which might mitigate against : 

War Supply Council Set Up. 

Leslie Burgin, Minister of Sup- 
ply, told the House of Commons 
of creation of a War Supply Coun- 
cil and broad plans to use “every 
ounce of endeavor and ton of out- 
put” in Britain in the drive to win 
the war. 

Giving the nation a glimpse of 
the extent of the -weapons Britain 
was forging, Burgin declared his 
department had placed orders for 
war supplies exceeding £70,000,000 
(currently $277,200,000) since the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

Burgin will head the supply coun- 
cil with Sir Harold Brown direc- 
tor of munitions production, and 
Lord Weir as director-general of 
explosives. 

In an effort to allay fears of a

“In that case,” Morton replied, “I 
am to consider that my job here 
has ended and request permission 
to leave.” 
“The frontier is closed and you 
will have to wait two or three days 
until the commissar from Moscow 
arrives,” the Russian replied. 
Shooting in the Night. 
There was some shooting in the 
night and it seemed that the Rus- 
sian occupation was not quite so 
peaceful after all. A few ghots 
were heard outside the town. Vari- 
ous people said this morning (Tues- 
day) ‘that a dozen Polish soldiers 
had refused to surrender to Soviet 
troops and that there had been a 
battle in'a nearby wood.

He's the commander-in-chief; 
he's: the pilot of the ship; he’s in 
the driver’s seat both in the air 
and on the ground. Upon him de- 
pends to a very great extent the 
success or. failure of coach and 
team. He’s the quarterback. He’s 
the guy that has to guess right in 
one chance Friday night or Satur- 
day afternoon when thousands of 
synthetic field-generals have al- 
most as many guesses the next 


‘Monday morning. 


Some quarterbacks are great 
generals between the 20-yard lines 
and some, within those dangerous 
limits, seem to go haywire on tac- 
tics and strategy. 

Such things being true, who are 
the generals upon whom Coach 
Jimmy Conzelman at Washington 
U. and Cecil Muellerleile at St. 
Louis U. are to depend this year 
to call signals and direct play? 

Conzelman’s Plans. 

Of course, all occupants of the 
quarterback position don’t call sig- 
nals. Out at Washington, for 
instance, the quarterback general- 
ly is the blocking back and, often, 
the job of calling signals is -giv- 
en to someone else. So, for the 
purposes of this story, the quar- 
terback is the signal-caller. 

According to Jimmy Conzelman’s 
present plans, Bud Schwenk will 
call the plays from the left-half 
spot when he is in the game and 
Jack Frost from the same position 
when Schwenk is on the sidelines 
for a rest. Ed Pfeiffer, when he’s 
in at quarter, and Schwenk is out, 
will direct the play as will George 
Kowalcek when he’s in and Prfeif- 
fer is out. 

Four at St. Louis. 

There is also a group of four at 
St. Louis University chosen by 
Coach Muellerleile to carry out his 
playing orders and to use good 
judgment in emergencies :where the 
coach cannot be called upon for 
advice. All are stationed at the 
quarterback position. é

sawed through in six of the cells 
and sawing of a bar was nearly 
completed in the seventh cell.* 
The officers found two. impro- 
vised ropes with steel hooks | at- 
tached, which apparently were to 
be used in’an attempt to scale the 
outer walls of the prison and two 
improvised knives hidden in. mat- 
tresses. 

Bars Stuck Back in Place. 
Warden Scott. said: that in the 
six cells in which sawing out of a 
section of bar had been completed, 
the. section of bar cut out’ had been 
stuck back in place with ‘soap or 
some other substance, to prevent 
discovery. In this new cell block 
there is only one convict in each 
cell. The cells in which the bars 
were found are on the first, third 
and fourth tiers of cell. 

This building, erected as a part 
of the $17,000,000 program of re- 
habilitation of State eleemosynary 
and penal institutions, has been 
described as the modern type of 
prison cell building, with the most 
up-to-date escape proof equipment. 
Convicts have been in the cell block 
for several months. 

The warden said he had received 
information the men involved were 
waiting for a cloudy or foggy night 
to attempt to escape from the cell 
block and then try to scale the out- 
er wall. 

Each of the seven men has been 
placed in solitary confinement and 
prison officials 
search to determine if any more 
convicts in the cell. block were in- 
volved. All.of the seven men named 
as participants in the escape plan 
are serving sentences of 15 years or 
more and several have previous 
prison records. 

Involved in Attempt. 

The seven men involved, Warden 
Scott said, were: 

Robert Garland, St. Louis, second 
term convict, serving 15 years from 
June 1, 1933, for robbery.

In July, 
1938, he hid inside the prison 13 
days in an attempt to escape.

Authorities on F reight Tell 
Chiang How to Operate

CHUNGKING, China, Sept. 21 
(AP).—China set in motion today 
plans to keep its wartime industrial 
and military machinery moving, 
with the aid of advice from United 
States transportation experts.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. —Speak- 
er Bankhead and Majority Leader 
Rayburn, at a press conference this 
morning, declared the administra- 
tion leadership of the House: had 
worked out no program for. .co- 
cperation with President Roose- 
velt’s urgent request that the spe- 
cial session of Congress restrict 
itself to the question of neutrality. 
But there were strong indications 
of a plan for inducing the lower 
chamber to mark time while the 
controversy was debated in the 
Senate. 

The House has already passed the 
Bloom Neutrality Bill. The gen- 
eral expectation is that the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
will strike out all of the Bloom 
measure except the enacting clause 
and substitute its own provisions, 
in which eventually the House will 
be asked to concur. Since several 
weeks or months may pass before 
that time, the problem is to keep 
the House during the prolonged 
interval from laugching out into 
other fields. 

Conference of Chairmen. 

Bankhead went so far as to state 
that a conference of House Com- 
mittee chairmen would be called 
early next week. The purpose of 
the conference, it is presumed, is to 
persuade the chairmen not to call 
up various bills, none dealing with 
neutrality, which remain over on 
the calendar from last session. 
Virtually all of these chairmen are 
Administration adherents, and may 
be relied upon, the supposition is, to 
prevent action by refusing to call 
their committees in session.

On the House Docket. 

First on the House docket hap- 
pens to be an anti-lynching bill 
which, at the last session, was with- 
drawn from committee through a 
petition signed by 218 members.

A Historian Asks Some Questions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

O we behold the forming of a Teu- 

tonic-Slav-Asiatic bloc as against an 
Anglo-Saxon-Latin combination? The 
Russo-German pact of non-aggression, the 
fraternizing of German and Russian ar- 
mies, the impending partition of Poland 
and the steps by Russia and Japan to 
compose their Asiatic border controver- 
sies—all suggest such a speculation. Does 
it also mean the decline of the European 
West is around the corner? 

The possibility of a Teutonic-Slav-Asiat- 
ic bloc was envisaged, perhaps prophet- 
ically, by America’s late Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss back at the Paris peace conference, 
which formulated the ill-starred Treaty 
of Versailles, with its elaborate provisions 
for a large Polish buffer state between 
Germany and Russia. 

The General was a wise old bird, who 
knew something of Russia and the Rus- 
sian language, and he made quite an im- 
pression on the conference Big Four, 
particularly on Lioyd George, when he 
gave this observation. The British leader 
had no love for the Russian revolution at 
the time, giving it a lunatic label, but he 
nevertheless appreciated the Russian sit- 
uation as a puzzling reality which the 
West could not wish away. He might 
have worked out an early modus viven- 
di with the Soviets but for ardent French 
opposition. 


It was a dominant French policy at 
the end of the World War to create and 
sustain a cordon sanitaire around and be- 
tween Germany and Russia. This meant 
treaty provisions against union between 
post-war Germany and post-war Austria, 
provisions opposed or disliked by the 
American delegation. It meant vigorous 
demands for a resurrected and enlarged 
Poland, which had perished because 
heaven was “too high” and France was 
“too far” for aid against partitions. 

It meant other French-supported Polish 
claims, which America and Britain man- 
aged to whittle down. It meant numerous 
internal conference committee wrangles 
over the Polish question, including the 
Danzig problem, which was finally set- 
tled by the Council of Four, with Wood- 
row Wilson presenting draft clauses for 
the Free City of Danzig. 

It meant a verbal clash between Pre- 
mier Lloyd George and Premier Paderew- 
ski over whether or how extensively the 
new Polish state was imperialistic. It 
meant a final keen clash between Lloyd 
George, on the one hand, and Wilson and 
Clemenceau on the other, over revision 
of Polish clauses in favor of Germany 
shortly before treaty signature. 

No one, including Germans and Poles, 
was satisfied with the Polish provisions 
of the Versailles document. External and 
internal controversies have constantly 
been Poland’s lot, partly by choice and 
partly by fate. These included burning 
issues with Germany, war with Russia, 
fighting with Lithuania, and pogroms and 
dictatorships at home. Poland can be 
characterized as sinned against and sin- 
ning, with Germany administering the 
coup de force and Russia the coup de 


grace. 


Poland has failed to serve or stand as 
a Western bulwark in the East. France 
was again too far, and heaven did not 
stop the German tanks and airplanes. 

Does a long-run view indicate that 
Poland must pass out of the way of a 
mighty force, movement and philosophy, 
not yet definable or predictable, which 
is evolving in the area between the Rhine 
and the Asiatic shores of the Pacific? 
Russia will be in the middle of such a 
movement and such an area. China may 
be brought into the orbit and forever de- 
tached from the West. India will be hard 
for Britain to hold. 

The unfolding continental civilization 
may transcend the visions of Hitler, Sta- 
lin and the Japanese imperialists. It may 
combine Western methodology and East- 
ern ideology. To contemplate it is to 
contemplate problems for Britain and 
France approaching or reaching the im- 
possible, even should Italy ultimately go 
with them. It seems important to stop 
Hitler, but Hitler may be riding rather 
than creating a mighty wave, which is 
likely to roll over him. 

Is the Western Hemisphere to line up 
with the one or the other of these two 
possible combinations? Or to be a sep- 
arate giant division in a three-partition 
world? The United States never had 
greater responsibility or greater need for 


wisdom.

INSURANCE AGAINST PROFITEERING. 

American business does itself credit by the stand 
it has taken for a policy of peace on the part of 
the United States. Both the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the National Association of 
Manufacturers have issued statements saying that 
the United States should stay out of the war and 
preserve an example of a functioning democracy on 


this continent. 
Charles Belknap, vice-president of the Monsanto 


Chemical Co., summed up the arguments when he 
said, “There are only losses in war—human, econom- 
| ic and political. 


There are no enduring profits.” 

But there have been times when business men 
didn’t discern the real meaning of war so clearly. 
And if, in spite of all we can do, we should yet 
be drawn into the conflict, there are doubtless some 
business men who would not be satisfied with a 
normal "profit but would try to wring a bloated in- 
crement out of the nation’s misfortune. 

If a feasible plan of limiting war profits can be 
worked out, it should serve not only as a protection 
in case we should become involved in war but also 
as a deterrent to the development of pro-war sen- 
timent in any segment of business which might be 
attracted by the prospect of inflated profits. 

Thus the numerous bills which have been intro- 
duced in recent sessions of Congress to “take the 
profit out of war.” The bill which Senator Bone in- 
troduced, with the indorsement of 48 of his col- 
leagues, provided for a tax of from 15 to 25 per cent 
on profits up to 6 per cent on an investment, and 
confiscation of all profit in excess of that figure. 
Support for this measure collapsed when {t was point- 
ed out that under such drastic terms business and in- 
dustry would in all probability cease to function. 
The May bill, which sought to limit profits by 
giving the President powers of universal price-fixing, 
was abandoned on the ground that it would set up an 
almost unlimited economic dictatorship. 

Just now the War Resources Board is consid- 
ering two possible means of curbing war profits. 
Both involve price-fixing on essential war com- 
modities, but along radically different lines. Un- 
der the first plan, the board would put the price 
level for goods bought by the Government at ap- 
proximately the production cost of the least efficient 
unit of an industry. This, admittedly, would allow 
the more efficient producers to earn a very high rate 
of profit. So the Government would undertake to 
even the score by means of excess profits taxes. 

Under the second scheme, prices would be fixed at 
the average cost of production. Purchases would be 
pooled, and the less efficient producers would receive 
extra compensation in order to permit them to 
maintain operation and thus give maximum produc- 
tion for the industry. 

Critics of the first plan of price-fixing assert— 
and the logic of experience seems to support them— 
that the idea of taxing away excess profits is by 
no means as good as it sounds. Not more than 50 
per cent of the inflated income could be reclaimed 
by taxes, they maintain. 

The alternative plan of fixing prices at the 
average cost of production would, they estimate, save 
the Government from five to seven Dillion dollars 
in the course of a two-year war. It would help also 
to prevent a disruptive increase in plant capac- 
ity and would permit a quicker return to a nor- 
mal price level with the advent of peace. 

The proposal to fix prices at the level of the least 
efficient producer has one heavy count against it to 
begin with—it is the same plan which was used, with 
rather unpleasant consequences, by Bernard Baruch’s 
War Industries Board in 1917-18. | 

It is fervently hoped that the question of preventing 
war profiteering will prove to be purely an academic 
one, but that hope should not prevent us from being 
prepared for whatever eventuality may come. 
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TWO KINDS OF PLANTING. 

The Federal Forestry Service announces that under 
its sponsorship American farmers last year planted 
55,259,000 trees. This little story, almost lost in the 
welter of war news in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, has 
a peculiarly soothing and reassuring effect. ‘While 
Europe plants the flower of ite manhood in soldiers’ 
graves, may it please fate for America to continue 
to plant trees. 
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AN OPPORTUNITY FOR THE GOVERNOR. 

The Missouri Bar Association, in the current issue 
of its monthly journal, places. responsibility for the 
failure of its four-point criminal law reform program 
in the last legislative session on “a small group of 
willful men in strong position.” It also says in effect 
that Gov. Stark, although favoring the proposals, con- 
tributed to their defeat by not making them part of 
his program. “We had no hope of success without 
the active and outspoken assistance of the Governor,” 
reports the association’s criminal law committee. 

Whatever the causes of the program’s defeat—and 
it should be remembered that Gov. Stark did call a 
conference to work out a minimum set of proposals 
—the important thing now is to lay plans by which 
amends can be made at the earliest opportunity. <A 
special session of the Legislature appears to be 
inevitable before the Stark administration ends. As- 
suming this, criminal code reform ought to be on the 
list of subjects in the call.

BEHIND’ THE SEAMEN’S STRIKE. 

Today's settlement of the marine strike in New 
York harbor frees nine ships for ocean traffic and 
brings adjustment of.the seamen’s demands for extra 
compensation for going on voyages into the European 
war zone, 

The crews’ action was severely criticised. 
delayed the urgent task of bringing back 30,000 
Americans still stranded abroad, thus endangering 
those persons’ lives, it was pointed out. They held 
up the delivery of merchandise destined for Europe. 
The strike was assailed as untimely and against the 
public interest, even as next door to mutiny. 

Well-founded as some of these criticisms may be, 
the fact remains that the strike should never have 
been necessary. Ship lines stand to reap extra rev- 
enue from the cargo rate increases recently placed 
in effect, and from the stimulated demand for ship- 
ping services of all kinds. In view of this, and of 
the manifest hazard, the steamship companies might 
well have granted extra compensation voluntarily, 
rather than allowing the «trike and the delays to 
take place. Men called on to endanger their lives 
are surely entitled to added remuneration. 

Aside from the issues of the strike, however, the 
development underscores the dangers in the pres- 
ent state of the neutrality laws. All these ships are 
free to come and go as they like, carrying cargoes 
of all sorts (excepting only arms and munitions) 
into the war zones. Submarines are roving the seas, 
and mine fields are strewn over Europe’s coastal 
waters. The present law does nothing whatever to 
protect American ships and seamen from these 
perils, nor to avert the danger of involvement in 
war which would follow attacks-upon the vessels. 

The country needs the protection that a cash-and- 
carry law would provide against the present danger- 


ous situation. 
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UNITED CHARITIES CORRECTS ITS HOSPITAL POLICY. 
A group of complaining St. Louis hospitals has 
achieved a change in the policy of United Char- 
ities. The old rule was fom United Charities to dis- 
tribute funds to hospitals only on the basis of op- 
erating deficits resulting from charity work. If 
a hospital was able to make ends meet, it received 
nothing from United Charities, no matter how much 
charity work the hospital did. This was grossly 
unfair, but United Charities resisted proposals to 
change its policy even though it had to withstand 
sharp criticism to do so. 

The new rule allows a distribution of funds for 
charity work on a per diem basis, the amount allot- 
ted to each hospital to be determined by the free 
service offered without sufficient income to main- 
tain it. This is the plan approved by the Amer- 
ican Hospital Association and in use in New York 
City and many other places. United Charities makes 
a belated correction for which it is indebted to the 
protesting hospitals. 
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THIS BORE WAR. ! 

There are communiques and nightly blackouts, 
but much of Europe finds it difficult to realize a 
war is going on. And it is thus far, on the Western 
front, a war unique in the world’s history. 

The grim forts and huge guns of the Siegfried 
and Maginot lines frown savagely across the Rhine, 
while on the river itself a string of 20 Dutch barges 
sails calmly along, hound from Strasbourg to Rot- 
terdam, their crews waving gaily to the soldiers on 
both banks. London pubs chuckle over the yarn 
about the five Tommies court-martialed and shot in 
France for a grave military offense—trying to get 
to the front. A French journalist, Henri de Kerillis, 
coins the prize epigram of the month: “A war can 
be made without declaring it. It can also be de- 
clared without making it.” London wits refer 
sardonically to the conflict as the “Bore War.” 

The dreaded air raids haven’t happened, so the 
blackouts and the omnipresent gas masks are be- 
coming a bit of a nuisance. There haven’t even been 
air rdids on German, French or English arms fac- 
tories or railroads, and European citizens are be- 
ginning to wonder when the war is supposed to 
break out. While impertinent jokes are made about 
it all, and boredom displaces the earlier strain, Prime 
Minister Chamberlain gravely tells the House of 
Commons that while “there is no sacrifice from 
which we will shrink, what we will not do is to 
rush into adventures that offer little prospect of 
success.” Thus he recognizes the questioning atti- 
tude. Meanwhile, it isn’t peace but, Europe asks, is 
it war? : 
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It’s enlightening to learn that the iron men of the 


Nazi regime have an Achilles heel: no sales resist- 
ance for life insurance agents. 
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A UNION’S EXCELLENT EXAMPLE. 

So interested in getting the highest wages and 
shortest hours for their members that they seldom 
if ever have a thought about the efficiency of work- 
ers—that is a conception of trade unions quite 
common among critics of unionism, It is a con- 
ception, moreover, not without a certain basis in 
view of the rapacious course of many unions in recent 
years. : 

The International Ladies’ Garment, Workers Union, 
therefore, does unionism a distinct service with its 
plan to train members in plant management in an 
effort to reduce waste in shops and to increase gen- 
erally the efficiency of employes: As announced by 
the regional director of the union, the proposal is 
to conduct a six-month course in St. Louis for 100 
employes. Those who make the best records will be 
sent to model plants to observe and study efficient 
methods. The union will bear all costs. 

This is not to say that the I. L. G. W. U. does 
not intend to turn this training of its members to 
good account. Just the contrary. Its aim is to 
demonstrate by skilled workers, trained in efficient 
methods, that unionism shares its benefits with em- 
ployers. This is enlightened self-interest, but it is 
also getting things in the right order. As hitched 
up by this progressive union, the horse stands where 
he should stand—in front of the cart.

existence of Poland on March 31. On 
Sept. 1, the Nazis invaded Poland. In 
between there was a long, empty space of 
five months. What, if anything, did the 
British do to improve Poland’s defenses 
against invasion during those five months? 

The British gave Poland a ° guarantee, 
like a flower; the Poles pinned it on their 
vest, and that, apparently, is all that was 
done by way of blocking the Nazi march. 
So far as I can discover, not even trenches 
were dug at the border. A few British 
Generals visited the country in July, looked 
around and discovered to their horror that 
the Poles were foreigners who spoke no 
English. They went home. 

In midsummer, the British discussed giv- 
ing Poland a loan of £5,000,000. That was the 
price the British put on saving civilization— 
$25,000,000. But the Poles didn’t get the 
loan until too late, because the British 
Cabinet, with typical ineptness, bogged down 
in a furious dispute as to whether to compel 
the Poles to spend the money in England. 
Negotiations dragged on for weeks on this 
inspiring note, while the world burned 
merrily. 

There were five months in which to 
plan a defense, but when the war came, 
apparently the only strategy that had been 
adopted was a joint prayer for rain. This, 
it was agreed by all hands, would cripple 
the motorized Nazi army, which cannot 
proceed in mud. The British snickered as 
they thought of the Nazis trying to get 
through all that mud. 

But the Nazis, like the bounders. they 
are, refused to wait for the rain. They 
attacked swiftly and mercilessly, in the 
kind of good weather’ in which British 
statesmen go fishing The guarantee of Po- 
land turned out to be the kiss of death. 

But there’ is this curious note: During 
the very period in which the Poles were 
pleading for $25,000,000 with which to make 
good a solemn pledge of the British Em- 
pire, Mr. Chamberlain’s Undersecretary for 
Overseas Commerce, Mr. Hudson, was 
caught offering Herr Wohlthat, a Nazi, who 
happened to be in London waiting for a 
street car, five billion dollars as the price 
for a new settlement.

was valued by Mr. Chamberlain at 200 times 
what it would have cost to give the Poles 
a few weapons with which to fight. The 
weapons were not given. Five months would 
have been sufficient to build up first, second 
and third lines of defense, to lay down roads 
for planned retreat, to set up adequate anti- 
aircraft batteries. Instead, the British re- 
lied upon their guarantee. They were go- 
ing to stop Hitler by writing a letter to 
the Times. 

On July 17, while Gen. Ironsides was still 
in Warsaw, looking at the Poles with a 
pained expression, the Polish army appealed 
to Britain for a demonstration flight of 
British bombers to Poland. The flight was 
not made. It was considered that this might 
irritate Hitler. The British didn’t want to 
do that for fear Hitler might get so mad 
he wouldn’t take their money. — 

During all this time, there was a lot of 
monkey talk in the British press about 
Poland’s army of 4,000,000 trained men, an 
army “adapted to the peculiar problems of 
Polish defense.” This could not have fooled 
any soldier in Europe above the rank of 
idiot. : 

It was well known that the Polish army 
lacked pants, let alone guns. G. E. R. 
Gedye, in his “Betrayal in Central Europe,” 
has told the story of the grab of Teschen 
from Czecho-Slovakia by the Polish army 
during the Hitler partition. The brilliant, 
fully equipped Czech battalions in Teschen 
were ordered to withdraw and let the Poles 
in. They withdrew and waited. To their 
surprise, they saw what seemed to be a 
mob of civilians in patched clothes and 
clumsy greatcoats, carrying squirrel guns, 
moving into the disputed area. 

It was the Polish army, as poverty-strick- 
en as Poland herself. The Czech soldiers 
wept as they saw these tattered knights, 
who could have been slaughtered with a 
single burst of machine-gun fire, overrun 
their land. It was upon this desperately poor, 
if desperately brave, army that the great 
British Empire placed the job of saving 
civilization. 

Is it any wonder that the Nazis, look- 
ing upon these phenomena with their wise 
and dirty little smiles, never believed for 
a moment that the British intended to 
fight?

and the orderly progress of Illinois’ 
newest industry unfairly thwart- 
ed.” 

“The cumulative evidence ad- 
duced from a surface examination 
into the situation in several pro- 
ducing areas clearly indicates a 
wholesale disregard of the act,” 
the letter said. 

A. C. Margrave, assistant Securi- 
ties Commissioner, said there had 
been reports of numerous cases of 
fraud in sale of oil leases and 
royalties. They are listed as se- 
curities under the Illinois law and 
as such may be sold—with certain 
exceptions—only by licensed agents 
and with the permission of the 
State.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
Nine vessels held in the port of 
New York by a seamen’s strike 
for war-risk bonuses and insurance 
were free to sail today as a result 
of an agreement for settlement of 
the dispute. 

The United States Lines, the 
American Export Lines, the Ameri- 
can Scantic Line and Lykes Broth- 
ers, whose ships had been tied up, 


agreed to the plan of settlement, 
Joseph Curran, president of the 
CIO National Maritime Union, an- 
nounced. 

The ships are the Washington, 
scheduled to leave tomorrow with 


American Traveler, Acadia, St. 
John, Iroquois, Scanstates, Excam- 
bion and Black Gull: Some had 
been delayed as much as six days. 

Under the plan, approved by un- 
ion members at a mass meeting 
last night, seamen on ships enter- 
ing European and Mediterranean 
ports would receive a 25 per cent 
wage increase, transportation back 
to the United States in case their 
ships were lost, wages in the event 
of internment in a foreign port, 
loss of personal effects guaranteed 
up to $150, and assurance that 
charges would be withdrawn 
against seamen on trial for alleged 
failure to obey orders to sail.

It also was agreed, Curran said,

Originally, the union had de- 
manded $250 bonuses, $25,000 insur-| 
ance, continuance of pay in case of 
internment and a 40 per cent in- 
crease in the personnel of ships 
when sailing in war zones. 

The United States Maritime Com- 
mission announced in Washington 
yesterday that personnel on vessels 
it owns and operates through man- 
aging agents in the North Atlantic 
would receive an emergency in- 
crease of 25 per cent in their base 
pay. Each man, the commission 
said, will be allowed $150 to cover 
loss of personal effects and get) —— 
base pay, plus the emergency com- 
pensation, in the event of intern- 
ment.

P. V. G. Mitchell, vice-president 
of the United States Line, said the 
American Trader and the Ameri- 
can Traveler probably would sail 
some time today. Mitchell defend- 
ed his company against a charge it 
had brought back too many aliens 
while Americans were stranded 
abroad.

¢6¢7p HE blind leading the blind,” 
ly said in a disparaging sense, 
never was more effectively 
discredited than by Miss Adaline A, 
Ruenzi. Totally blind herself, Miss 
Ruenzi has been a leader of the 
blind for many years and organ- 
ized and is president of the Cul- 
tural and Social Club for the Blind 
which has its club rooms on the 
second floor of Wolfner Memorial 
Library, now a public library for 
the blind at 3844 Olive street. 

Miss Ruenzi 25 years ago was the 
first home teacher of the blind 
employed by the Missouri Commis- 
sion for the Blind and later became 
director of the staff Of 10 sightless 
teachers who spread her methods 
throughout the State. Up to 1921, 
when she became supervisor, she 
alone taught more tharf 1000 blind 
persons to read and write Braille, to 
typewrite, do handicrafts and ad- 
just’ themselves to their condition. 
Miss Ruenzi was a pioneer in this 
work, devising. her own equipment 
and setting: a pattern for similar 
work in other states. 

Only one of these 1000 pupils did 
she ever despair of teaching to 
read and feel his way through life 
with his fingertips. 

“He was an old Negro,” she remi- 
nisced, as I went with her on a 
home teaching tour the other morn- 
ing. “The greater part of his life 
had been spent in a packing plant 
where half his time was occupied 
with handling hot ashes in the fur- 
nace room, the other half handling 
frozen carcasses in cold storage. 
These extremes of temperature had 
caused the nerves of his fingers to 
become permanently numb. We 
tried everything to remove the Cal- 
louses and restore the sense of 
touch, but we had to give it up. 
At last one day we could only sit 
and hold each other’s hands and 
weep.” 

She told of another case unre- 
sponsive at first, but with a hap- 
pier outcome, 


“He was 4 years old, for I taught 
pre-school children as well as 
His family was convinced 
he was deaf and mute as well. as 
blind for he never had made an 
intelligible sound and would re- 
spond only to the loudest noises. 
This was one of the numerous cases 
in which the family is at fault. 
They had indulged him in his own 
way until he was absolutely un- 
manageable. He kicked and yelled 
and spat upon me until I said to 
the mother, ‘Do you mind if I 
spank him?’ Tearfully she con- 
sented. I deliberately conquered 
his rebellion in the only language 
he would understand and he quick- 
ly acquired respect and obedience. 


“Patiently I dinned into his ear 
the letters of the alphabet and re- 
cited nursery rhymes and _ simple 
childish stories to engage his at- 
tention. For three months he 
showed not the slightest inkling of 
understanding. One day an excep- 
tionally loud and sudden noise 
startled him. ‘A, B, C,’ he shouted, 
then repeated, ‘Our Father,’ binge 
fishy in the brook,’ and almost ‘ev- 
ery line I had been trying to teach 
him. 

“In the meantime he had been 
performing simple feats with his 
hands. I had him two years. By 
that time he was acceptable to the 
Missouri School for the Blind. Re- 
cently he graduated from the eighth 
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MISS ADALINE A, RUENZI, 


grade. He has learned to play sev- 
eral musical instruments. He is 
capable of becoming a piano tuner 
and supporting himself. I have no 
more loyal and devoted friend than 
Vernon. He writes to his ‘Ruzzy,’ 
as he calls me, almost every week.

enzi continued. “I heard ofa 
a blind girl 27 years old who had 
been kept in seclusion, never sent 
to school. Half a dozen times I 
called at the home without even be- 
ing allowed to see her. Finally, aft- 
er some rather severe words to the 
mother, I departed feeling I had 
done all I could, saying I would re- 
turn no more until sent for. No 
sooner had I got back to my office 
than a telephone call came asking 
me to return, 


“I found the girl tn a pitiable 
state of ignorance and helpless- 
ness. Her hands from disuse had 
become almost beyond control. Her 
first hand work had to be simply 
tying knots in carpet bags. I had 
to begin teaching her the shape of 
letters of the alphabet with large 
blocks. Now she reads anything 
in Braille, typewrites,. sews, knits, 
plays games, cards marked with 
perforations, dominoes with grooved 
pieces, checkers with the inset 
board. She comes to the Cultural 
and Service ‘Club, dances, is friend- 
ly,. sociable and popular.” 

Teaching blind deaf-mutes has 
been ‘her most trying experience but 
Miss Ruenzi has been successful 
with nine of these.

“Mrs. Tucker is one-of our very 
best craftswomen,” Miss Ruenzi 
explained.
